PtTTSBUKO, July 20.— The "tro* uni- 
formity" conference of coal operators 
of the Pittsburg district concladed ita 
work last night at 9 .16 o'clock, after a 
two-day's session of close and persistent 
work. The 21 sections of the uniform- 
ity agreement were thorooghly di« 
citued and adopted section by section. 
The best feeling prevailed throughout 
the meetings, the only exception Ining 
the bolting of Colonel Reud at Tues- 
day 'x session. Jnst previous to ad- 
journment, however, Judge Owena an- 
nounced thftt Ctolonel Rend had anthor- 
ized him to atate that any agreement 
the conference adopted would receive 
his hearty co-operation and tit woulii 
bign it if 95, 60 or even ^0 per cent of 
the operators wert linoere in (heir sanc- 
tion of it. 

The conference appointed « commit 
tee of five— W P Oearnut J B Zerbe, 
J. J. Stoytler. J. C Dyoart and N F 
Sanford, with General John Little tc 
secure the signature of the operator!^ to 
the agreement. This committee will 
begin its work at once. It will be aid- 
ed by thq Ohio board of arbitration 
When the requisite number of signu 
turea have been secured, another inoet- 
ing will be held to ratity the a)>'ivo- 
ment. 

Speeches were made by Dearmit. 
Dempster. Little. Zerbe and others, all 
expressing satisfaction over the result 
of the meeting and predicting the suc- 
cess of the plan 

The nKrewnont, as adopted, provides 
for cash payment of wages. 8,000 
I'ounds ti> the ton, clu'ck wfiKhmiii! on 
thn tipples, mintTs to Im credited with 
the full (luautity of coal contained in 
the mine car, abolition of cotnpany 
stores, cemi-mouthly paydays uiiifnrni 
price for pick mining in the thin and 
thick vein districts qihI t^crcfiis not ex- 
ceeding one and one-half inch'-^ It 
also provides that in case of the viola- 
tion of the pr(wisions and terms uf tlif 
aj:reeiiieiit a penalty of 10 cents jier ton 
on the total output of coal mined by the 
violator will be charged, wliK h i)eiialty 
is to be paid to a comiiiis-sion subject to 
the right of further arbitration or ap- 
jieal. Said penalty, v^-hen collected, is 
to be distributed among the signers of 
the agreement pro rata, in proportion to 
the total amount of tonnage or output 
made by them during the year. 

The commisMon is to be chosen an- 
nually and shall be known by the name 
(<f the uniformity commission. It shall 
be composed of nine members, the thicii 
and thin vein operators having proper 
representation. The members shall be 
sworn tp faithfully and impartially per- 
form the duties of their ottice and will 
be authorized and empowered to enforce 
the judgments and awards. 

It smdl also be empowered to sub- 
poena witnesses with the same force 
and effect as a board of arbitrators duly 
appointed under the act of assembly of 
the state of Pennsylvania rehiting to 
compulsoiry arbitration. 

The agreement shall not become ef- 
fective unless it has been signed by 06 
percent of the operators on or before 
Jan. 1, 1898. 

After 90 per cent having signed the 
agreement, if any 15 operators shall be 
of the opinion that enoagh have signed 
to render it effective, a meeting shall 
be called in Pittsburg to declare it in 
force. 

The operators, with a few exceptions, 
want it distinctly un(ierst(.o(l that the 
Iia.'..sage of this agreement hits iiothinir 
to do with the great strike. They wisli 
the miners to disabu.se their minds of 
any siicli theories. 

The operators have al«o shut out the 
miners' leaders from taking' any j iirt in 
the conferences that may take jilace 
ttirouffh (jiiestions arising betwei n the 
operators and miners, by inst rtiiif.' a 
clause in the agreement siatmtr the 
commission shall be composed of work 
men employed by the subscribers. 
Heretofore the miners' officials have 
represented the miners, but now the 
miners are to grapple with the (iue^rulllj 
in dispute aJone. 

It was decided that present contracts 
could not bo made the basis for arbi- 
tration. Many firms have taken con- 
tracts for a stipulated period at a tixt d 
price. It is understood that these shall 
have the right to supply the produc t to 
fill these contracts at the rate of nnning 
on which the contrftCts are based. Here 
is where th* miners and operators 'w iH 
separate. 

FEEUNQ THEIW WAY. 
Ratohford, Ooliipt-r* and Sovereign Call 
ou Governor Atfcinton. 

Charleston, W. Va., July -'H. -Pres- 
ident Ratohfocd of the United Mine 
Workers, Preiident Gompers of the 
American Federation of Labor and 
Orand Master Wtykman Sovereign of 
the Knights of Labor arrived here yes- 
terday evening and immediately called 
upon Governor Atkinson to get an ex- 
pression from him as to their rights to 
speak and hold meetings in West Vir- 
ginia, and especially to complaiv of the 
injunction issued by Judge Mason, pro- 
hibiting th« organizers to appear or 
hold meetings oo the grounds of any 
coal company without permission or 
upon any road leading to the company s

visitors that three branches of state 
government, the executive, the legisla- 
tive and the judicial, are entirely sepa- 
rate and distmct, one frovi the other ; 
that he had jurisdiction only in the ex- 
ecutive branch, and that the matter of 
issuing the injtuotion is purely a mat- 
ter for the courts or the judicial branch.

Messrs. Gompers, Ratchford and Sov- 
ereign said that they would go ahead at 
once to organize the stati\ no matter 
what may be the governor s answer or 
the issue in the courts They would 
proceed with their speeches until ar- 
rested and then M^ht it ont in th« 
courts. Each will return to his head- 
quarters, and bepiii the work of the 
labor demonstration in the several states 
Aug. 5. ^

An Esprass Train Wraakad on tha Central 

Pael0e Rallroail. 

RiM). Nev., ,Iuly J!).— One of the 
worst wreeks in fhu history of the Cen- 
tra, I'acitii railroad occurred yesterday 
on Twenty-five Mile hill, six miles west 
of Reno The engine was overturned 
nnn thrown to one side of the track and 
the tender on the other and the road 
wa* littered with the debris of bagga;:e. 
express and mail cars reduced to kind- 
liuK wood Of 1') Indians who were 
riding ou the Mind baggage, six were 
killed and nearly all the reinainder Were 
more or less injured. 

Fireman RawUni was thrown from 
the engine on his head and sustained 
considerable injury. 

Engineer Irwin was also thrown from 
his engine but is unhurt, except a slight 
sprain of his back. 

The mail clerks, George W. O'Brien 
and S. A. Rose, escaped with a few 
cuts about the head and bruised about 
the bo<ly. 

Wells-Fargo express mesi^enger, J. J. 
Burke, was badly shakm up and 
bruised. 

The wreck was caused probably by 
spreading of the rails. The mail and 
express car were turned bottom-side-np, 
the day coach and one sleeper were 
thrown at right angles to the track, and 
the dining car and two Pullman coaches 
were badly wrecked. Only two cars 
remained on the track. 

The wounded were brought to Reno 
in a caboose. The track was torn up 
for •^ " yards or more

Nfw York, July 29.— A dispatch to

London, July 29.— A dispatch from 
Simla says that the government is tak- 
ing all steps necessary to cope with the 
emergency in the Chitral. Although 
Fort Chakdara, now cut olT, occupied 
an isolated position, it is believed that 
with two companies of the Thirty-first 
Punjab infantry and two giws the gar- 
rison can hold its own. Tha road be- 
tween Mardan and Malakan is blocked 
with hostile tribesmen who have cut 
telegraph wires, 

Three squadrons of Bensral lancers 
and the Second Punjab infantry .regi- 
ment have started for Mardan. The 
Seventh Mountain battery is on the 
way to Malakand and the West Kent 
regimeut is held in readiness at Pesha- 
war. The Simla dispatch ahK> says that 
Captain Holland of the Twenty-fourth 
Punjab infantry was among those seri- 
ously wounded during Monday night's 
attack on Camp Malakand. 

A dispatch from Bombay says that 
Cantfadhar Tilak, a native member of 
the legislative council, was arrested 
last evening on the charge of inciting 
xhf^ natives to disaffection. He was 
formally arraigned in the Bombay po- 
lice court, after which tha hearing was 
adjourned, Oangadhar Tilak has for 
along time agitated indiscriminately 
against British mlo. Of late he h.as 
been more than usually virulent. He is 
a thorough fanatic, opposed to Euro- 
pean ideas and innovations, ann he has 
been a leader in the recent outbreaks 
a);ainst the sanitary regulations. With- 
al he is a man of talent. 

Com In V Baak to Oblo. 

Paris, July 29.— George Henry Wil- 
liamson, the wealthy .\iiierieaii wh<> 
died hero, after a residenee of half a 
century in France, canu' from (Cincin- 
nati. By his will he left his entire for- 
tune to his two daughters by a French 
woman, named Mune Ciraudchamps. 
The French courts having dismissed the 
claims of the French claimants, the 
mother of the two girls, who says Wil- 
liamson was a dtiien of Ohio, proposes 
to return to that state as soon as her 
health Will permit Sho says her two 
daughters are legitiaiat e.

Nothing More to Be Said on th« 
Subject of Annexation. 



BUT TWO COUNTRIES INTERESTED 

Thli tjoverniiient Couoliirrt That the Ap- 
proval of Xo Other Oovernmeat Is Nae- 
essarr to the Contptetlon of .\iiiii>iintlno. 
■lapan'a Attitude Is of a ScrloiiH Nuture. 
Trying to Interact Forrlsn Puwpr*. 

Waohinoton. July 29.— It is probable 
that there will be no fnnher extended 

correspondence between the s .ite' de- 
partment and the Japanese minister on 
the streiitrth of Hawaiian annexaf ii ni. 
It is thought that the correspondence 
has been carried as far as it can legiti- 
mately be from the point of view of 
this government

The attitude of this governiii' nt ba- 
ll' ii m!:de clear in tie history ot our 
relations with Hawaii, in the course ol 
the administration in negotiat.ng the 
aniie.\ati(^n treaty without notu e to or 
consultation witli any forei^'ii (.'overn- 
iiHuit and by the correspondence which 
has so far taken plaie between the State 
department and the Japanese minister. 
There is nothing more to be said ou the 
subjert ami there aro abundant reasons 
why the administration should decline 
to regard the matter as one open to dis- 
cussion. 

The lirst protest might be regarded as 
a formal matti r designed by the Japa- 
nese government to furnish a pretext 
upon which ,1apaii luiglit buildup a 
claim for special consideration for h^r 
subjects by treaty with this government 
after annexation has been accomplished. 
The second protest, liowever, couched 
in language strong enough not to be 
subject to misinterpretation by anyone 
familiar with diplomatic usage, put;* 
the matter in more serious aspect. It is 
an unconditional protest against annex- 
ation and conveys the information that 
Japan will not recognize annexation. 

However lightly state department 
ofUcials may dismiss the matter in pub- 
lic utterances, it is well understood that 
the terms of the second protest, and the 
fact that Japan thought it necessary to 
make the second protest, warrants 
credit being given to the statement 
made in London and Paris that Japan 
is tiying to induce foreign powers to 
join iier in resistintr annexation. 

When the annexation treaty was first 
announced it was said at the Japanese 
legation here that the great powers of 
the world would not permit of annexa- 
tion to be completed until conditions 
attending it were made entirely satis- 
factory to all those govemmentK having 
any Interests in Hawaii. It was ad- 
mitted also that Japan would like to 
possess Hawaii, but that knowing that 
the United States would not ]>ermit 
that, it was the de.sire of Japan that the 
independence of the islands should be 
p^^served.

known as the bevel gear for the chain 
gear. This gear is entirely inclosed in 
tlie lower framework of the bicycle, 
being operated by a revolving shaft 
through what is technically known as 
the right back fork leg. Tiie advantages 
claimed for this device are that there la 
no lost motion in the transmission of 
power to the driving wheel, and fully 
one>third leae friction. Ooneequently the 
same amount of leg j>ower would drive 
the chainless wheel faster than the chain 
wheel, the gears being equal. 

It is confidently believed by advocates 
of tbe cbainlesB bicycle that when racing 
wheels fitted with bevel gears are used 
on t|ie track, there will be another 
wholesale smashing of records, such as 
followed t^ie introduction of the pneu- 
matic tire. Racing men will be enabled 
to use higher gears, their momentum 
w ill carry them a much longer way than 
at present, once they get into their stride. 

The atrength and durability of the new 
type of bicycle are attested by the fact 
that a sample wheel manufactured last 
year by a New York firm has been ridden 
more than 8,000 miles, over all kinds' of 
roads, and after this continous test has 
been examined by expert mechanics and 
found to show no perceptible wear.

Bulletin of the Weather Bireai 
•■ tli« OitlHk. 



[For Week Ending Jnly Jf,.] 
^ Too much rain is the cause f<jr rom- 

>jL plaint among farmera in certain parts of 

^ the State, aa the reanlt of the ireneral 
( Diiditions of the past week. This com- 
plaint comes chiedy from correepondente 
in the Central and Eastern sectioni. 
T!ie averajje amount of rainfall for the 
Mate for the week was 1.44 inches, which 
is \n,rg9\j In ezceea ol the normal. At 
tlie f.)llowinK points the actual amount 
reported exceeded two inches: Barda- 
town, Bowling Green, EarliuKton, Ku- 
liank?, Ma3-8ville and Shelbyville. In 
certain localities excessive rains have in- 
terfered with farm work, delayed thresh- 
ing and haying, and caused weed growth 
fliat is very embarrassing to the farmer. 

Siiowcrs occurred >;enerally over the 
State on the 19th and 20th, and again on 
the 24th and 25th. Durinjt the interven- 
ing days warm, eunehiny weather i>re- 
vailed. Friday was the only day with 
excessive heat, the temperature on the 
otiier days beinj? practically equal to the 
normal. Sunshine is now needed in 
nearly all parti of the 8Mte, and warm 
w eather WOOld not be detrimental : but if 
a period of drouth should now pet iu it 
would ■erlooaly damage the corn and to- 
bacco crops in many parts of the State. 
Iu last week's bulletin it was stated that 
iu the counties west of Crittenden and 

.1 "Trigg excessive moisture was the source 
of complaint, while drouth existed in the 
district bounded on the north by Meade, 
Breckinridge and Hancock counties and 
on the sonth by Franklin, Allen and 
Barren. In this latter section showers 
have occurred very generally, Hancock 
and adjoining counties t)eing the only lo- 
cality where drouth was not amply re- 
lieved. Rain has also fallen in those ex- 
treme northern oonnties that had been 
'Iiy for nearly six weeks previous. tJen- 
eially speaking, precipitation has been 
well diitribated thronghoot the State in 
the past MVtn days. 

Western Section.— All reports concern- 
ing the wheat crop are favorable both as 
»<) quality and yield. Except where too 
frc(iuent rains have interfered wheat 
tlireshing is about completed. The thresh- 
ing of oats is well under way. The straw 
is very short, but the Wd is well filled. 
Corn has revived "wonderfully" in the 
drouthy district since the recent rains. 
Generally speaking, however, the crop is 
aaeven, and will not average more than, 
tbree-foarths the usual yield. More rain 
is needed on the hill top. In certain low 
'an. Is where rain has been heavy and the 
temperature seasonable, or warmer, 
"both corn and tobacco have becaiue foul, 

^and a ppell of dry weather would serigus- 
'y damage them," says a correspomlent iu 
Marshall County. Out of about 150 re- 
ports it is an exceptional thing to tind 
one that says "tobat:co is good," or words 
<if similar import. "Tobacco is no good" 
is a more frequent remark. In Hancock 
County "it is running to bloom and

spreading:, a conilition from \vlii( li it 
dom recovers." Worms have become 
numerous, though owing to the plants be> 
ing unusually small they arc ea?i'y 
caught. The extent of damage by worms 
is not so great as that due to unusual 
climatic conditions. The general growth 
is irregular and indifferent. No topping 
has been done yet. Hay is nearly all 
cut. Pastures are splendid. Irish pota- 
toes are very poor. 

Central .Section.— Rains have been 
heavy throughout this section generally. 
In certain counties serious damage is re- 
sulting from frequent and soaking rains. 
There are also localitiea in scattered parts 
where only showers have occurred for 
several weeks, ami a soaking rain w. lUld 
improve croi)9 generally. Where rain 
has been exceptionally heavy there is 
complaint of wheat sprouting in the 
shock. Threshing is progressing as rap- 
idly as the weather will permit. Oats are 
beinj; cut with generally eatisfactoiy re- 
sults. Corn is growing nicely and is an 
excellent crop, as a rule. It is somewhat 
uneven in growth. Though four weeks 
behind in planting, it is now near its 
seasonal stage in some districts. Plowing 
is about all done. The chiucli bug is dis- 
appearing. From the soathern counties 
come reports that tobacco is frcndiing, 
and worms are numerous and har l to 
combat. The general crop is uneven and 
poor. The plants are very small. There 
is a good crop of timothy hay, which is 
being harvested. The second crop of 
clover Is excellent. Hemp is looking 
well. Sorghun is a small crop. Pastures 
are fine. Irish potatoes are a poor croi). 
Blackberries are more plentiful than for 

years past. , , , , 

Eastern Section.— In this section also 

rainfall has been excessive generally. I n 
northern coanties crops have revived, 
and for the first time in a month or more 
the reports are encouraging in tone. In 
some coanties where local rains have 
been exceptionally heavy corn looks well, 
but the weeds are thick and farmers are 
unable to control them. Reports con- 
cerning the corn crop are favorable as a 
rule. Tobacco is Improved and is gener* 
ally better In this than In the other sec- 
tions, though still not up to the average 
crop. Wheat threshing is progressing 
rapidly as the weather permits. It is a 
good crop. The same may be said of 
oats, though the straw is short. Pastures 
are in fine condition. Berries are abund- 
ant. Gardens have been backward, and 
are now greatlv improved. Irish pota- 
toes aie only fair. Cabbage worms are 
very destructive. There is a small sup- 
ply of seasonable fruits.
